Chicago, June 20.—The° “Iowa 
Was emphatically laid on the table today 
by the Iowa delegation. It is under- 
stood, however, that Governor Cummins 
will advocate it on the floor of the con- 
vention in suppofting the Hansbrough 
resolution for tariff revision and reci- 
procity. 

The Iowa delegation met and organized 
today. This ceremony occupied but fif- 
teen minutes. At its conclusion Governor 
Cummins took the floor and presented his 
“idea”’ concisely embodied in a set of 
resolutions. Discussion which lasted for 
an hour and a half followed. when the 
resolutions were laid on the table by an 
overwhelming vote. “The details of the 
vote were not given. 


The Cummins resolutions, which is the. 


Iowa idea, up to date. are as follows: 

“Resolved, That it is the sense of the 
delegation that the national republican 
platform about to be adopted should be 
broad enough to furnish comfortable 
standing room for all republicans who 
believe in the essential principles and 
policies of the party; that upon the sub- 
- ject of tariff and reciprocity it should 
embody in some form the following 
statements: 

“First. Clear and emphatic declaration 
of the time proven policy of protection. 

“Second. An unmistakable recognition 


be readjusted at reasonable times to meet 
the changes oftheconditions of produc- 
tion; and that any such readjustment 


should be made by the friends of protec- | 


tion. 

“Third. That at the next session of the 
present congress the subject should be 
taken up and such changes in the sched- 
ules should be made as are required to 


preserve for our producers and secure | 


for our consumes adequate potection—no 
more, no less. 

“Fourth. A plain and forcible declara- 
tion for reciprocity to be established 
either by treaty or by act of congress as 
circumstances may demand, whenever the 
policy canbe employed. To increase pro- 
duction at home and increase the gen- 
eral welfare whether in competitive or 
non-competitive things.’ 

No action was taken by the delegation 
as to the vice presidential nomination, 
although the sentiment seems to be for 
Fairbanks.

Programme Aii Mapped Out. 

When the leaders reached Chicago a 
few days ago they found nothing for 
them to do. The programme for the 
convention was mapped out weeks ago 
and there was a full realization that it 
was unalterable, 

The principal diversions were offered 
by the caucuses of the Iowa, Illinois and 
Washington delegations. Governor Cum- 
mins presented to the Hawkeye delega- 
tion the ‘‘Iowa idea’ in an entirely new 
dress. It was in the form of a plank 
setting forth the ‘idea’ as a declaration 
for reciprocity and reduction of tariff 
schedules. It was rejected by the dele- 
gation and this sounded its death knell 
so far as the present convention is con- 
cerned. 

In the Illinois caucus the contest was 
for the chairmanship of the delegation, 
Senator Cullom was opposed by the Gov- 
ernor Yates faction, but won out handily. 
It is conceded that his defeat would 
have prevented his reelection to the sen- 
ate. 

In the Washington caucus Senator An- 
keny was elected national committeeman 
against the combined opposition of for- 
mer Committeeman James M. Ashton and 
J. S. McMillan, both of whom were can- 
didates for the position.

MLDST the cheering of a vast crowd 
of citizens and the waving of hats 
and handkerchiefs, J. 
rolled his wheelbarrow out of the union 
depot yesterday morning at 9:30 o'clock 
and started on his long trip to the St.

EW YORK, June 20.—A resi- 

dent of Jersey City, . named 

Workman, who lost two 
daughters and a son in the Slocum 
disaster, returned home last night 
after having vf&Bited the scene of 
the wreck and after attending 
memorial services during the day, 
he blew his brains out with a re- 
volver. 
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New York, June 20.—All along the East 
river from North*Brother island down to 
what are known as the sunken Meadows 
search was made today for bodies of 
unfortunates who lost their lives in~the 
disaster to the excursion steamer, Gen- 
eral Slocum, lasi Wednesday. Although 
more than 630 bodies had been recovered 
last night, the reports from the first few 
minutes of work today added five more 
to the total. These were found at wide- 
ly separated points, and the searchers 
were of the opinion that before the day 
ended the list of missing would be con- 
siderable decreased. They believe that 
the big steamers and other craft will so 
stir up the water as to cause the bodies 
lying along the bed of the river to rise 
to the surface. Divers at work on the 
wreck of the Slocum today encountered 
new difficulties. They were at work 
about the hull of the sunken steamer 
when they found that instead of the hull 
resting in mud, as they thought, it rested 
on rocks which were never Known to 
exist. This they say will deiay work. 

More Bodies Recov 

Several more bodies were recovered 
during the forenoon, some of them In the 
vicinity of the wreck of the Slocum. 

Four divers were at work near North 
Brother island today searching for bodies. 
A diver reports that at a depth of 05 feet 


he has discovered a large hollow in which | 


he says there are a great many bodies. 

More than 200 witnesses had been sum- 
Moned to appear at the inquest. It 
also was planned to have present an as- 
sistant district attorney and a stenogra- 
pher with instructions from the depa 
ment of justice to take down all thet 
timony offered. As fast as the notes ¢ 
transcribed the evidence will be €xa 
ined by United States District Attorn 
Burnett, who will in turn forward the 
evidence, together with his opinion there- 
on, to the department. 

“Tf the evidence warrants it,’’ said Gen- 
eral Burnett today, ‘I shall not wait until 
the end of the inquest before moving in 
the matter. If the evidence is strong 
enough the federal grand jury will be 


considering certain phases of the cases | 


long before the inquest has closed.”’ 

In addition to the interest which the 
department of justice was taking in the 
inquest H. K. Smith, the legal represen- 
tative of Secretary Cortelyou, of the de- 
partment of commerce and labor, was 
under instructions to keep that depart-

Rotten Life Preservers. 
It was expected that striking

He Couldn’t Explain. 


The bills for life preservers, presented 
by Mr. Barnaby, which were dated in 
different months in 1902, 1903 and 1904, 
provéd to have originally borne the name 
Grand Republic. This name had been 
scratched out and the name General Slo- 
cum substituted. When this fact was 
called to Mr. Barnaby’s attention he was 
unable to explain why anything Of this 
kind had been done. The books of the 
company, however, would show what sup- 
plies went to the Slocum and what to 
the Grand Republic. 

Askeg if the ledgers would not show 
how many life preservers were bought 
for the Slocum since she was built in 
1891, Mr. Barnaby said he was not sure 
that all the ledgers could be found. 

Mr. Barnaby said that he had instruct- 
ed Captain Pease at the opening of the 
season to put the Slocum “in first-class 
condition and to spare no expense. We 
spent $12,000 on the repaire suggested,” 

He gaid the company estimated the 
boat to be worth $165,000 and carried 
$70,000 insurance on her. Asked if the 
boat was considered a good risk, he re- 
piied: 4 

‘We paid the lowest possible premium.” 

Nevxer Instructed in Fire Drill. 

According to the testimony of John J. 
Coalley, one of the Slocum’s deck hands, 
at the coroner’s inquest, he had never 
been instructed in a fire drill since he 
became an employee of the Knickerbock- 
er company at the beginning -* last sea- 
son. Coakley said he first learned that 
the steamer was on fire when a small 
boy called his attention to smoke roll- 
ing down from the bow. Coakley said 
he ran up toward the bow of ~ the 
steamer, and found a blaze in the lock- 
er, where the ojl lamps were kept. He 
dumped charcoal on it, hoping to smother 


and talled for assistance. The fire 
was so hot that he and those who came 
to help him were driven out of the 
locker, but they got the hose in posi- 
tion and had just directed a stream on 
the fire when the hose burst.

Big Sui* Against Railroad by Charles

A most interesting case from a commer-

Standing side by 
side with states that appropriated out of 
their treasuries all the way from $1!00,00U 
to $1,000,000 for their buildings and ex- 
hibits, the display that our commissioners 
have made with the scant funds at their 
command is nothing short of marvelous. 

Georgia deserves special credit for her 
Lullding, for it stands as an example of 
the energy and progressiveness of her 
people.

Councilman Carter presented to council 
a resolution touching on this sama sub- 
ject that was directly in line with the 
suggestion of Mayor Howell. It was 
adopted. 

The communication of the mayor and 
the letter from the terminal company 
were referred to the street committee for 
action and a report will be made during 
the next session of council. 

The Mayor’s Message. 

The communication of Mayor Howell 
is as follows:

Crawford W. Jackson Writes Inter- 
esting Card on Subject of 
Juvenile Court.

Jackson declares that the police, as a 
class, are opposed to tlm juvenile court in 
all cities where the court has been intro- 
duced. He declares that Atlanta no 
exception to the rule. 

He gives as a reason for this opposition 
that the system uncovers the cruelty of 
eome individual officers which was in- 
flicted upon juvenile offenders under the 
old system. He cites a case in the At- 
lanta police barracks, which he de- 
ebares an officer stood by and permitted 
an older prisoner to thrash a youthful 
prisoner. He intimates that the matter 
may be taken up in a legal manner and 
the officer punished if his guilt can be 
proved. 

In making these statements Mr. Jack- 
con does not refer to Chief of Police John 
W. Ball, who in favor of the new 
system, or to the police department ag a 
whole, but to certain individual officers.

Stone, father of Melville E. Stone, gen- 
eral manager of the Associated Press, 
and of Ormond § 53Stone, professor of 
astronamy at the University of Virginia, 
is dead at Charlottesville, Va., the home 
of his son, Ormond.
